OBSERVATIONS: 

UPON ARRIVAL, OFFICERS WERE MET BY WITNESS # 1 WHO POINTED TO THE 
DEFENDANT STANDING BY ONE OF THE CELLULAR TELEPHONE DISPLAYS. 
OFFICERS IMMEDIATELY RECOGNIZED THE DEFENDANT FROM PRIOR RADIO 
CALLS AND ARRESTS AT OTHER BUSINESSES FOR TRESPASSING. 

WITNESS # 1 ADVISED THE DEFENDANT HAD BEEN IN THE STORE EARLIER IN
